Patty Hearst trial 
Case goes to panel Friday after heads for jury

Sprinkled with laughter, sarcasm and salty epithets, the 
20-minute tape enraptured the jury and was in sharp con­ 
trast with the quiet courtroom demeanor of Miss Hearst. 


Many of the jurors bowed their heads and listened in­ 
tently. One sat with his eyes closed the entire time, and a 
woman juror stared almost constantly at the defendant. 


Miss Hearst and one of her attorneys, A1 Johnson, 
followed the tape with a transcript they shared. Bailey 
left the courtroom and prowled the corridor, smoking 
cigarettes, until the tape was concluded. 
Miss Hearst appeared unusually cheerful at a brief 
“housekeeping” session in the afternoon outside the 
presence of the jury. She smiled and chatted with an at­ 
torney while others discussed legal matters. 
With the exception of the playing of the tape. Miss 
Hearst appeared relaxed and alert as her case neared the 
jury. She flashed a smile when her mother strolled to the 
witness stand. Her father, San Francisco Examiner presi­ 
dent Randolph A Hearst, had testified briefly Tuesday. 
“She was a warm and loving girl,” Mrs Hearst said. 
“We always lived a very close family life. She and I 
shared a mutual enthusiasm for art so we always had a 
great deal in common.” 
Speaking in a soft Southern accent, the Georgia-born 
Mrs. Hearst was asked by Bailey if the defendant had 
been “strong-willed” as a youth. “Yes.” she replied. 
Miss Hearst’s father had described his daughter as 
“warm, strong-willed and independent” in his testimony.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Patricia Hearst s final 
gesture of defiance, two days after her capture, was the 
last evidence her jury heard as testimony in her eight- 
week-old bank robbery trial came to a dramatic end. 
“Gentlemen, the evidence is closed, ’ U.S. District 
Court Judge Oliver J. Carter said Wednesday after the 
government played for the jury a profanity-tinted 
jailhouse recording between Miss Hearst and a childhood 
friend. 
U.S. Atty. James L. Browning Jr. and defense counsel 
F. Lee Bailey planned to present their closing arguments 
to the jury of seven women and five men today. Carter 
has said he will send the case to the panel Friday morn­ 
ing. 
Bailey wrapped up his defense by calling the defen­ 
dant's mother, Catherine Hearst, to testify that the 22- 
vear-old newspaper heiress had been a “warm and loving 
girl” prior to her Feb. 4, 1974, kidnaping. 
In 37 days, the jury heard from 67 witnesses and had 
more than 100 exhibits and pieces of evidence to consider. 
The government tried to prove Miss Hearst willingly par­ 
ticipated in the robbery of a Hibernia Bank branch 10 
weeks after her kidaping. Her attorneys argued she took 
part in the holdup in fear of death at the hands of her Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army captors. 
Browning got the last shot Wednesday, playing for the 
hushed courtroom a taped recording of Miss Hearst in 
custody, bitterly protesting her Sept 18 arrest to friend 
Patricia Tobin and declaring her commitment to 
“revolutionary feminism.”

Young undercover agent 
Boy, 
14, has little trouble buying 
piles of pornographic literature 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla (AP) - A 
14-year-old boy with braces on his 
teeth bought piles of pornographic 
materia) at stores in Jacksonville. 
He did it with his parents approval 
and the help of police. 


It was all part of a raid. 
As the result of the boy s un 
dercover work Wednesday, 12 men 
were charged with possessing or dis­ 
tributing pornographic material. 
“We found a concerned citizen who 
was willing to allow his son to be sub­ 
jected to seeing such material," said 
Sgt James Pfeiffer He refused to 
identify the boy. 


“All of the stores he tried had 
signs saying that no minor under 18 
years of age is allowed to enter or 
purchase such material," the officer 
said 


”ln one store he was asked how old 
he was and when he said he was 14, 
the salesman said. 'Well, I’m not 
supposed to do this ...* and then sold 
him the material ” 
Pfeiffer said an undercover agent 
— an adult — was in each store for 
the youth s visits and that one of the 
boy's parents was in the immediate 
area. The arrests were made im­ 
mediately after the purchases. 
It wasn’t the first time police here 
have used teen-agers to make such 
purchases, Pfeiffer said. He said 
teen-agers are used because it 
results in more serious charges 
against shop owners and operators 
“Many people feel there is nothing 
wrong with such material unless it 
gets into the hands of the kids,” he 
said “We know they're selling it to 
minors and this proves it.” 


U.S. imports more oil 
now than it produces 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United States last week imported 
more oil than it produced for the first 
tim e in history even though 
Americans are demanding less oil 
now than they did before the Arab oil 
embargo. 
The figures, released Wednesday 
by the American Petroleum Institute 
and confirmed by the Federal 
Energy Administration, show 
domestic production continuing a 
six-year decline and U.S. imports 
rising to record levels to meet de­ 
mands that nevertheless are two 
million barrels per day below their 
peak level before the 1973 embargo 
Imports have been rising since the 
end of the embargo in early 1974 and 
crept above the S-million-barrels a 
day level last week for the first time 
ever Domestic production has been 
declining steadily from its peak of 
over 9 million barrels a day.

dependent on foreign oil sources than 
it was when the embargo was im­ 
posed 
Tito industry institute said total 
imports last week rose to 8,196,000 
barrels a day. Domestic production, 
meanwhile, came to 8,013,500 last 
week, the API said. 
Imports now comprise 45 per cent 
of the oil used in the United States 
Last year, they accounted for 30 per 
cent, the API said 
Reasons for the decline in U.S. 
production are hotly disputed In­ 
dustry officials point out that prices 
of domestic oil are controlled and 
they argue that higher prices are 
needed to stimulate production. They 
say price controls have served to 
keep prices too low to provide incen­ 
tives for new exploration — extreme­ 
ly costly when it involves searching 
the ocean s floor or searches in re­ 
mote areas. 
Industry leaders note a prolonged 
slump in domestic drilling and ex­ 
plorations For example, the number 
of wells completed dropped from a 
record 58,000 in 1956 to a low of 27,300 
in 1971 
Well completions — final 
word on whether a potential drilling 
site will produce oil or is barren — 
rose after oil prices increased 
following the embargo and last year 
hit the 38,000 level

General Dynamics emerged as the 
winner for the potentially huge 
development program — which could 
reach total expenditures on the order 
of 1625 million — after the Vought 
Corp. was ordered by the Navy early 
this month to stop development work 
because of a coat overrun, 
The Tomahawk cruise missile is a 
pilotless jet-powered drone, similar 
to a small airplane, which can he 
fired from submarine torpedo tubes 
at targets up to 2,000 miles away.

Meteorite flashes 
across Southland 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A fireball 
with a long, glowing tail that lit up 
Southern C alifornia skies was 
probably a chunk of iron about the 
size of a station wagon, a spokesman 
for Griffith Park Observatory says. 


The brilliant meteorite entered the 
atm osphere at about 8:05 p.m. 
Wednesday prompting calls to law 
enforcem ent agencies from San 
Diego to north of Los Angeles. 


“ When a meteorite is that bright, 
it's called a fireball,” said Andy 
Stewart of the Observatory. “ Any 
time you can see a meteorite from 
Los Angeles with all those lights, you 
know it’s a fireball.” 


“ From what we can g ath er,” 
Stew art continued, “ it probably 
landed in the ocean between here and 
San Diego, if it landed at all.” 
The fireball was traveling at 12 to 
15 miles per second when it hit the 
atm osphere, he said. “ It was 
probably a large piece of iron from 
space that entered the atmosphere. 
It was probably the size of a station 
wagon.” 
The Federal Aviation Admin­ 
istration determined the fireball was 
“ definitely not an a irc ra ft,” a 
spokesm an said. The FAA had 
speculated that the fireball might 
have been a space probe reentering 
the atmosphere.

LOS ANGELES (A P) - The 
Southern California Rapid Transit 
District has directed that an or­ 
dinance be drawn to permit Los 
Angeles County voters to decide on 
two separate Mi cent sales tax in­ 
creases to pay for a starter rapid 
transit system. 
Supervisor B axter Ward had 
proposed that the two Vk cent tax in­ 
creases be lumped together so voters 
could decide on them easily. But a 
state Senate committee delayed ac­ 


tion Tuesday on a bill to allow 
consolidation of the increases. 
On Wednesday, however, the RTD 
directors voted 9-1 to have an or­ 
dinance drawn permitting both in­ 
creases on the June 8 ballot. 
“ I am obviously pleased,” Ward 
said after the vote, “ but I am also

Coastal bill 
faces strain 
in legislature 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — A major 
c o a sta l c o n serv atio n bill will 
probably need “ substantial changes” 
before it can win approval of the 
California Legislature, scys the 
author. 


Sen. 
Anthony Beilenson, D-Los 
Angeles, introduced the bill to carry 
out the 1972 coastal initiative ap­ 
proved by the voters as Prop. 20. 
He commented Wednesday after 
the bill s second hearing before the 
Senate N atural R esources and 
Wildlife Committee 
But Beilenson said the anticipated 
amendments can probably be made 
without eliminating the means to 
adequately curb construction along 
the coast. 


The measure would require local 
governments on the coast to bring 
their land-use plans into line with the 
statewide coastal plan developed un­ 
der Prop. 20. 
It would also create a permanent 
state coastal commission, which 
would act as an appeals board for 
citizens who felt a local agency was 
not following the objectives of the 
state plan. 
The objectives of the plan include 
the protection of coastal farm and 
tim ber lands, concentration of 
development in already urbanized 
areas, and the maximization of 
public access to beaches.

State proposes plan to cut 
red tape for impact reports 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Major 
changes in California's 5-year-old en­ 
vironmental protection law are being 
proposed by the administration of 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. 
B row n's resources se c re ta ry , 
Claire Dedrick, said Wednesday the 
proposals may provoke “ a bleeding 
w ar” betw een governm ent and 
developers. 
Developers have sharply c rit­ 
icized the 1970 E nvironm ental 
Quality Act on grounds it loads them 
with paperwork, causes delays and 
increases costs. 
Mrs. Dedrick told a news con­ 
ference that the 52 proposed changes 
should cut red tape. She said public 
hearings would be held in May. 
The act requires public and private 
developers to file environmental im­ 
pact reports ( EIRs ) before construc­ 
tion. 
But in general, Mrs. Dedrick said, 
the act worked “ incredibly well 
during its first five years. 
One proposal would require that 
neutral consultants submit EIRs for 
developers, who wouldn’t be permit­ 
ted to make their own direct reports. 
Mrs. Dedrick said this would help 


eliminate biased accounts from de­ 
velopers. 
But Phil Fradkin, a spokesman for 
Mrs. Dedrick, said this proposal may 
be resisted by developers. He said 
local governments might also see it 
as an additional burden. 
But environmentalists. 
Fradkin 
said, “ might think it is the best part 
of the whole package.” 
Norman Hill, chief administrator 
of the act, said there have been 
numerous abuses in EIRs which are 
“ advocacy docum ents, m assive 
amounts of information designed to 
conceal environmental impact in­ 
stead of laying it out in the open.” 
Other proposals would: 
—Require an initial study to sup­ 
port a finding of no significant en­ 
vironmental impact. This would give 
local government a record that the 
public could review. 
—Relieve a developer who revises 
a project to eliminate adverse ef­ 
fects from having to file another im­ 
pact report. Mrs. Dedrick said this 
would eliminate the “ paper shuffling 
war that ends up in court.” 
—Reduce the scope of EIRs when 
projects are minor with limited ef­ 
fects. 


—Allow EIRs to be done in phases, 
rather than all at once. Mrs. Dedrick 
said this would enable officials to 
catch problems as they develop. 
—Allow agencies to develop EIRs 
jointly so as to reduce paperwork 
and expand “ the narrow view of a 
single agency.” 
Mrs. Dedrick said the purpose of 
the act, to provide governmental 
planners with “ good information,” 
hasn’t been carried out “ because the 
EIR became so complicated, so full 
of red tap e” that experts were 
needed to advise the decison- 
makers. 
Bill Press, head of the governor’s 
Office of Planning and Research, 
said a study has disproven the con­ 
tentions that the act has caused a 
flood of frivolous lawsuits, excessive 
project costs and interm inable 
delays. 
Press said the cost of the act in 
1974, including delays in con­ 
struction, was $50 million to $75 
million. 
He added that the average delay 
was three months for 15 per cent of 
the housing units built in the state, 
and only 2 per cent of the 4.000 
reports a year involve lawsuits.

But a spokesman for presidential 
front runner Jim my Carter Wednes­ 
day tossed one of the first political 
barbs at Brown s six-day-old cam­ 
paign, saying Brown is running for 
“ power broker” instead of president. 
Brown s till had no finance 
chairman or campaign director to­ 
day, no staff and no clear statement 
of how hard he will run or what his 
platform will be except to “ ask some 
questions” and “offer a wider choice 
to California Democrats.” 
Brown said Tuesday that he would 
“campaign in California in the con­ 
text of a national campaign,” not as 
a favorite son. He said campaign is­ 
sues “ will emerge ”

Church, 51, said his first goal will 
be the Nebraska primary May 11 — 
after the April 6 primaries in New 
York and Wisconsin 
Church has made it clear his 
strategy is based on a strong showing 
late in the game — and arrival at the 
Democratic National Convention 
this summer with a sizable bloc of 
delegates As the long primary elec­ 
tion campaign wears on, he has said, 
others are sure to run into financial 
trouble 
Church entered the Senate nearly 
20 years ago and ranks 13th in 


seniority. He was recently in the 
public spotlight with the intelligence 
committee inquiry and with a 
subcommittee's probe of bribes paid 
by American firms abroad 
Prior to that, he was best known as 
a leader of the antiwar movement in 
Congress. He coauthored the 1970 
Cooper-Church amendment barring 
use of American combat troops in 
Cambodia. 
He voted for an amendment to bar 
funds to support American troops in 
Indochina alter 1971 and also op­ 
posed development of supersonic 
transports and a national no-fault 
auto insurance program. 
Church joins a half-dozen major 
contendors for the Democratic 
nomination, including California 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr., who got 


into the race last week 
Alabama Gov. George Wallace, 
whose campaign for the Democratic 
nomination — like Reagan's cm the 
Republican side — has been 
staggered by early primary losses, 
was on the stump in North Carolina 
Wednesday, ahead of the others. 
Former Georgia Gov. Jimmy 
Carter was due in the state today He 
has defeated Wallace in primaries in 
Massachusetts, Florida and, on 
Tuesday, Illinois. 
The two Southerners are on the 
Democratic ballot in North Carolina 
along with Washington Sen Henry 
M Jackson, Arizona Rep Morris K 
Udall, former Oklahoma Sen Fred 
Harris and Sen. Lloyd Bentseo of 
Texas, who dropped out oi the race

Schools eye bilingual job 
plan to help underemployed 


Spanish-speaking students in Pomona’s public high 
schools may be trained for the job market in Spanish next 
year. 
The school board has authorized administrators to app­ 
ly for a $191,908 federal grant to fund a bilingual voca­ 
tional training program in 1976-77. 
In the application, which is signed by Ray L. Thomas, 
assistant superintendent of educational services, 
administrators explain that they are addressing “ the 
serious problem of underemployment of Spanish-speak­ 
ing peoples.” 


Also, the project would reinforce the student's desire 
to remain in school, they say. 
Administrators say that bilingual aides skilled or semi­ 
skilled would be utilized to transmit their knowledge to 
Spanish-speaking students. 
Under the grant, “ bilingual students would be en­ 
couraged to select an industrial arts or vocational 


program based on their interests and abilities.” 
The application outlines courses in graphic arts, in­ 
dustrial arts, business arts and agricultural science. 
In identifying target groups, administrators point out in 
the application that 5,134 of Pomona’s 20,560 public school 
students are Spanish surnamed, 24.97 per cent of the stu­ 
dent totals. A large percentage of these are non or limited 
English-speaking. 
At Garey High School, for example, there are 758 
Spanish surnamed students of whom 207 are identified as 
non or limited English speaking. 
The application also stipulates that under terms of the 
Bilingual Education Act of 1972 in California, not more 
than two-thirds of those accepted into the program would 
be non or limited English speaking. One-third would be 
non-Spanish speaking. 
Parent involvement would be a requirement for 
participation by a student. Job placement, upon comple­ 
tion of a course, would be a part of the program. 


Panel may change bus request 


The technical committee 
of the West Valley Transit 
Service Authority will con­ 
sider the number and types 
of buses that might be ac­ 
quired in an operating 
grant from the Urban Mass 
Transit Authority. 
Mike W alker of the 
county Transportation De­ 
partment asked the com­ 
mittee of West End city 
managers to draft sugges­ 
tions for a revised applica­ 
tion to the federal agency 
submitted several months 
ago The application asked 
specifically for six new 
buses to cover public tran­ 
sit in Chino, Montclair, On­ 
tario and Upland. 
Conditions have changed 
slightly, said Walker, and 
it is necessary for the 
group to revise the plan be­ 
fore a final decision from 
UMTA. 
The federal transit agen­ 
cy has been sitting on the 
grant, said Walker, in anti­ 
cipation of the merger of 
the county transit opera­ 
tion and San Bernardino 
Transit Systems into the 
new Omnitrans agency. 
The six buses were to be 
divided with three for the 
Chino dial-a-ride, now de­ 
funct; two buses for an Up­ 
land Ontario dial-a-ride, 
already underway with pri­ 


vate contract to a taxi 
company; and one back-up. 
“ In the update process 
we must determine the use 
of these buses and the type 
of buses. In revising the 
plan, you can change from 
the mini-bus <18 passenger 
count! to the midi-bus (30 
passenger count!.’’ said 
Walker. 


The WVTSA now has 
nine buses in the West End 
and surrounding county 
areas. Eight of these are 
being paid for through the 
buv-in process in forming 


Omnitrans. and will be­ 
long to WVTSA 
“ We must make up our 
minds first, do we want six 
buses? Secondly, do we 
want this size?” Walker 
commented. 


Walker suggested that 
the Ontario-Upland route 
with four buses be in­ 
creased to a two-way loop 
requiring six buses to pick 
up service for east side 
traffic; Montclair go to a 
two-bus operation with 
two-way service; 
the 
Chino-Montclair and Chi­ 


no-Los Serranos and Alta 
Loma routes remain the 
same with one bus each; a 
bus be drafted for Chino 
along Central Avenue; a 
demand-response medical 
van be established on a 24- 
hour call ahead basis; and 
one spare bus serve as 
backup to the total sys­ 
tem.

A PLEA FOR HELP

An organization som etim es known 
as “The Flying Doctors of Mercy,” 
has gathered additional supplies for 
the earthquake victims of Guat­ 
emala and is appealing to local 
trucking companies to supply a 40- 
foot van to transport the supplies. 
Liga International, Inc., a Mont­ 
clair-based philanthropic league of 
physicians, dentists and others, 
made the appeal to get the medical 
supplies, clothes, blankets, kitchen 
utensils, food, hospital beds and in­ 
cubators to the Central American 
country. 
“ We have enough to fill a 40-foot 
van and we have the money to buy 
the diesel fuel and pay the driver,” 
said Liga executive secretary John 
Baerg. “ But we need a truck in order 
to get it all there. The owner of the 
truck will be able to get a tax-write 
off for the loan. If the driver doesn’t 
speak Spanish, 1 11 be along to as­ 
sist him.” 
Liga, Spanish for “ league" or 
those coming together for a common 
cause, Is headquartered in Montclair 
an d 
h a s 
an 
i n t e r n a t i o n a l 
membership. It began in 1932 and has 
been in the forefront of assistance in 
crises throughout the world. 
Among Liga’s programs are free 


clinics in Mexico, New Guinea, In­ 
dia. Africa and the South Pacific 
Islands; 
a 
food factory near 
Navojoa, Sonora, Mexico; television 
program s on health topics in 
Span ish ; 
s c h o l a r s h i p s to un­ 
derprivileged youth throughout the 
world to study medicine and den­ 
tistry; and assistance to hurricane 
victims in Honduras. 
“ Our purpose as a charity 
organization is to sponsor projects 
dealing with medical help to the poor 
and educational projects, especially 
in agriculture," Baerg said. 
Liga, reported Baerg. is currently 
raising $40,000 to build an orphanage 
about 200 miles from Guatemala 
City 
"We already have half of the 
money in hand. People really res­ 
pond when they know what the needs 
are They help. We have 1,500 acres 
of land with half of it in forest. The 
elevation is 2,500 feet. It has an ideal 
clim ate and plenty of water," Baerg 
said. 
When the earthquake first hit in 
February, the organization sent the 
most urgent medical supplies and 
clothing by plane. Various airlines 
transported the supplies free of 
charge. 


However, the amount and weight 
of additional loads gathered from 
throughout the Pacific Northwest 
require transporting by truck. There 
are several tons accumulated now 
and more is on the way, including 
large medical donations from an as­ 
sociation of 17 hospitals in the 
western states. 
People have been wonderful, but 
we desperately need a truck And I 
have high hopes that we will get 
one," said Baerg.

Pomona school grading policies 
raise questions, some criticism 


Methods used to grade students in Pomona s public high 
schools has come under close scrutiny, and some 
criticism, from the school board 
During Tuesday's board meeting, where information on 
the methods used was provided to board members, they 
agreed that grading should be returned as an agenda item 
at a future meeting. 
The policy at Garey High School, which until just 
recently did not use the “ F” or (ail grade was most 
severely criticized. 
“Students have a right to fail." said board member C. 
Allen Braswell. “ And, too, I am concerned that this 
system may jeopardize a student’s chances in college ’* 
Be I ore the "F ” was returned to its grading system, 


Garey gave no grade — no credit, eliminating failure for 
its students. Garey still does not Include attendance as 
part of a student's grade. 
At Gane sha, “ F 
is used and 18 days of unexcused 
absence In one sem ester lowers a student’s grade 
At Pomona High, a student must attend at least 80 per 
cent of the time to earn a passing grade and any teacher 
giving credit to a student absent more than 20 per cent of 
the time must justify that action 
Park Avenue uses a contract system with students 
They agree to complete a specific amount of work, at a 
specified level, and are allowed to work at their own 
speed Attendance is not utilized in determining student 
achievement

Hearing slated on plan 
to recycle dairy waste 


Proposed construction of a pilot 
plant to recycle dairy wastes into 
cattle feed will be discussed at a 
public bearing on March 24. 


Officials of the Chino Basin 
M u n i c i p a l 
W a t e r 
D i s t r i c t 
(CBMWD); which proposes to con­ 
struct the plant, will hear final com­ 
ments on the environmental impact 
during a public hearing set for 2 p.m. 
in the district office, 8555 Archibald 
Ave., Cucamonga. 


In addition, written comments will 
continue to be received through April 
2. said E. Gil Ross, district manager. 
Following the hearings, the dis­ 
trict will draft the final environmen­ 
tal impact reports and submit these 
to various city, county and state of­ 
ficials involved. 
The plant is planned at the dis­ 
trict’s regional sewage treatment 
plant near Archibald Avenue and the 
Pomona Freeway in Ontario. 
Since the area is isolated from 
residential or commercial develop- 


ment, Ross sees little opposition to 
the environmental aspect. 
“We decided to locate the plant 
here so we could use methane gas 
from our other sewage treatment 
facilities and also it is near dairies 
that will be served," said Ross. 


Officials hope to begin construc­ 
tion next June, with construction tak­ 
ing three to four months. The cost is 
estimated at between $50,000 and 
$700.000. Funds were included in a 
bond issue recently approved by dis­ 
trict voters. 


The district has signed a contract 
with the Ceres Ecology Corp. of 
Sterling, Colo., which owns the 
processing method. 
The pilot plant will be able to 
process solid wastes from about 
10.000 cows into silage for non-dairy 
animals such as beef cattle, pellets 
for hogs, chickens and fish and also 
manufacture a soil conditioner. 
The operation will assist in solving 
a serious salt imbalance caused by 


the manure, said Ross. At present, 
the district’s underground basin has 
about 86.000 tons of salt accumulated 
annually. A large portion results 
from the 140,000 dairy cows con­ 
centrated on 17,000 acres. 
In connection with the recycling 
plant, the district is seeking $137,000 
in state and federal funds to conduct 
an 18-month feed trial to determine 
the effects of feeding the plant 
products to nondairy animals. 
The project, involving specialists 
in feed and animals, would include 
the mixing of recycled feed with nor­ 
mal feed. For the test period, plant 
feed may be shipped from Colorado 
or temporary processing equipment 
could be set up, said Ross. 
“Environmentally." 
said 
Ross, 
"we believe the plant operation will 
help solve an odor problem by 
removing manure from stockpiles." 
No manure will be stockpiled at 
th e p i l o t p l a n t , 
he a d d e d . 
"Everything brought in will be 
processed immediately."

Tampering 
with freedom 


“The essential meaning of freedom of the press is 
that editors — not judges or any other public of­ 
ficials — should determine what to publish.” 
These words were part of a report published Mon­ 
day by a blue ribbon committee of editors and 
lawyers angered over the current trend of judges’ 
overstepping legal bounds (and trampling the U.S. 
Constitution) by issuing gag orders concerning in­ 
formation on upcoming trials. 
Sponsored by the Twentieth Century Fund, the 
report could not have been better timed for Pomona 
Valley residents. 
Late last week, Judge Paul Egly, presiding 
Superior Court Judge of the Pomona branch of Los 
Angeles Superior Court, issued a gag order in a 
divorce case barring both parties in the suit from 
talking to the press. Not surprisingly, the case in­ 
volves a politician, Sen. Alfred H. Song (D- 
Monterey Park) who serves on the local govern­ 
ment committee in the State Senate and a person 
who could influence operations of such govern­ 
ments, including county courts. 
To be sure, the Song divorce may be a com­ 
plicated one, but there is no need for a gag order. In 
fact, quite the opposite is true since Song is a public 
official and not a private citizen. Judge Egly should 
encourage press coverage rather than attempt to 
impede it. 
(Song, as you remember, is the state official who 
allowed his wife to use his state owned car and 
credit cards at taxpayers’ expense.) 
But Judge Egly, who is dean of La Verne 
College’s law school charged with teaching would- 
be barristers constitutional principles, apparently 
needs to bone up on the first amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution. 
For the jurist’s refreshment, that amendment 
forbids the government from tampering with free­ 
dom of the press, speech or religion. 
Judge Egly defended his judicial edict by denying 
it was a gag order. He said he ordered both parties 
from using the news media to harass one another. 
But this order violates the First Amendment two 
ways; i.e., it denies Sen. and Mrs. Song free speech 
and effectively cuts off press access to information 
on the case — both guarantees by the First Amend­ 
ment. 
What Judge Egly says he is attempting to do is a 
job best left to editors concerning whether an item 
is newsworthy. 
The jurist in his gag order implied he more than 
editors knows what is news. We dispute that. 
In fact we’ll make the judge a deal: 
We won’t don judicial robes and hand down deci­ 
sions in his court if he will remove himself from our 
city desk.

Mother wants children 
Dear Editor: 
I just read about a man who has 
been sitting in a Los Angeles jail for 
the past 47 days, because he won’t 
tell where the children are that he 
took from his wife. 
Well, it’s too bad he isn’t a resident 
of Pomona. If he lived here it is en­ 
tirely possible to steal up to three (3) 
small children from school, flee with 
them across state lines (to Florida!, 
change their names, and remain at 
large with them for over three years 
(until apprehended on a traffic 
violation) and then be set free with a 
$250 fine. 
There are other benefits to steal­ 
ing children from their mother in 
Pomona and not Los Angeles. First, 
the courts will plea bargain a small 
fine, even though you may be 
charged with six felonies with a pos­ 
sible outcome of 120 years. This hap­ 
pens even though it is the third time 
you have stolen the kids. Second, the 
courts and the Pomona Police 


Department will refuse to accept a 
complaint from the mother after he 
has been fined the $250 and disap­ 
pears with the children, again. The 
$250 apparently buys his immunity 
from the law, even though the 
mother continues to have the legal 
custody. 
I am the mother of these missing 
children. I have written to the Com­ 
missioner who heard this case in 
Pomona Superior Court on 27 
February, asking him to tell the 
Pomona Police to accept a com­ 
plaint from me for felony child steal­ 
ing, so as to put the State Police out 
looking for my children all-over- 
again. The Commissioner doesn’t 
choose to reply. 
So I guess going to the public 
through the newspapers and other 
media, letters to the governor, attor­ 
ney general, congressmen and 
senators, etc. is all that is left for 
me. 
How can the courts be so tough in 
one case, and so cruel in another? ■— 
Joann Duncan, Pomona

Oil pipeline cost soars 


Like any other organization that wants to stay in 
business, the Boy Scouts of America has had to 
change with the times. 
The current Scouting Handbook is a drastic 
departure from the one that generations of older 
Americans knew, with less emphasis on wilderness 
lore and more on the problems of modern, every­ 
day living. 
In an effort to reach youngsters from low-income 
families, especially in the inner cities, the BSA is 
also developing a series of lively booklets geared 
toward “skill” awards that have nothing to do with 
tying knots or reading semaphore signals. 
In the "Family Living Skill Book,” for example. 
Scouts are shown how to inspect their home for 
such hazards as unlit oven pilot lights, trash and 
garbage wrongly stored, rats and roaches, poisons 
and drugs. 
The list of merit badges also reflects the chang­ 
ing times. Among 10 new badges available to Scouts 
last year was one called “Consumer Buying.” 
The traditional goal of Scouting, however, re­ 
mains what it has always been - to mold character 
and build useful citizens. 


WASHINGTON - The cost of 
building the Alaskan pipeline has 
soared so far beyond estimates that 
it may add millions to the price 
Americans must pay for petroleum 
products. 
Back in 1969. when the pipeline 
was proposed, the oil companies in­ 
formed the public that it would cost 
only $900 million. These companies 
formed a giant consortium, called 
the Alyeska Pipeline Co., to lay the 
800-mile oil conduit. 
Alyeska now estimates it will cost 
$5.7 billion to complete the project. 
That's a whopping six times the 
original estimate 
But sources close to the project 
now tell us the final construction cost 
may lop $10 billion. Staggering 
waste, thefts and union featherbed­ 
ding, according to our sources, have 
sent the costs into orbit. 
The scandalous cost overruns 
simply will be added to the price that 
the oil companies will charge for 
Alaskan oil. Some experts already 
estimate that the price will hit $14 a 
barrel, 
Congress will set the final figure, 
but it will be guided by President 
Ford s recommendation. He will de­ 
pend heavily on the Federal Energy 
Administration, which will conduct a 
study to determine a fair price for 
Alaskan crude. In the past, both the 
P resident and Congress have 
listened sympathetically to the oil in­ 
dustry’s hard luck stones 
Footnote: An Alyeska spokesman 
told us the company expects to hold 
the cost to the $5 7 billion estimate. 
He claimed increasing efficiency 


will bring price stabilization. He 
blamed environmental safeguards 
and skyrocketing inflation for the 
cost increases. 
DIRTY TRICKS: From our three- 
year investigation of Watergate, we 
found that the dirty tricks usually 
originated som ew here on the 
political right. Invariably, we would 
trace the deliberate distortions and 
dirty tactics to some right-wing 
cultist. 
The extremists of the right are still 
practicing Watergate-style politics. 
We were alerted to this by the New 
York Public Interest Research 
Group (NYPIRG), which has con­ 
ducted a two-month investigation of 
the scare campaign against the 
Equal Rights Amendment in New 
York State, 
T h is 
a m e n d m e n t 
m e re ly 
strengthens the constitutional 
guarantee of equal rights for women. 
So far, 34 states have ratified it, but 
four more stales must vote their ap­ 
proval by 1979 for the amendment to 
become part of the Constitution. 
New York voters beat down the 
Equal Rights Amendment to a sur­ 
prising defeat last November 
NYPIRG tried to find out why We 
have confirmed their findings, which 
will be published soon The right- 
wing John Birch Society, for exam­ 
ple, intentionally trumpeted false 
arguments to scare people into 
voting against the amendment. The 
society's literature claim s the 
amendment would make homosexual 
m arriages legal, would outlaw 
separate public restroom facilities 
and would eliminate the separate 


state's authority over marriage, 
divorce and child care. The Senate 
Judiciary Committee has refused 
these claims. 
To dramatize the false charges, 
the right-wing claque played key 
roles in Operation Wake-Up, which 
raised the phony specter of a unisex 
bathroom One agitator, Mary Ann 
Sanscrainte, dressed herself up as a 
"common toilet.” On her outhouse 
costume, she crossed out the words 
“his" and “hers” and substituted the 
single word “theirs.” 
In New Y ork C ity , F re d 
Christopher, president of the West- 
side Conservative Club, conducted a 
campaign that he candidly called 
“agitation work.” For example, he 
clipped a magazine photo of an all­ 
male wedding party and Xeroxed it 
onto thousands of leaflets attacking 
the Equal Rights Amendment 
Although the wedding had ab­ 
solutely no connection with the con­ 
stitutional issue, Christopher's little 
trick made it appear that a vote for 
the amendment was a vote for 
homosexual marriages. Christopher 
conceded to us that he personally had 
passed out the misleading leaflets on 
a Broadway street corner 
O ther 
anti-E R A 
lite ra tu re 
featured neuterized half-male, half­ 
female people, referred to the 
amendment as the “Common Toilet 
Law ’ and urged voters against the 
“unisex amendment ” 
These exaggerated statements and 
illustrations were designed for max 
imum shock value, without regard 
for the truth, in the Watergate tradi 
tion 


The old question of which came first, the chicken 
or the egg, has finally been solved.

Sacramento scene 
Nixon victim 
is restored

In a twist of fate, the man who aided Richard Nixon in 
launching his public career, has reemerged in public life 
himself. 
That is Jerry Voorhis of Claremont who has been ap­ 
pointed by Gov. Jerry Brown to the Commission on Aging. 
The position itself is not considered an important one as 
state jobs go, at least from the standpoint of pay. The 
commission does have a worthwhile purpose in assisting 
the elderly in finding useful pursuits. 
But the story is not so much what Voorhis was ap 
pointed to but rather the fact that, after many years of 
suffering an inferential disgrace, he has been restored to 
honor in a public position. 
Voorhis’ “disgrace” came at the hands of Nixon way 
back in 1946. A congressman from the 12th district in Los 
Angeles, Voorhis was serving his fifth term. 
Many have since blamed Voorhis for permitting Nixon 
to thus gain his start in political life. They said Voorhis 
should have taken the campaign more seriously and 
worked harder for reelection. As it was he was soundly 
defeated by a vote of 65,000 to 50,000 in what had been con­ 
sidered a “safe” seat. 
Voorhis, who had been described by his colleagues as 
the “hardest working member of the House" and had 
been named by the Capitol Correspondents as the “best 
Congressman west of the Mississippi” , was obviously 
feeling secure. 
He can hardly be faulted for that for most of the 
Republicans also thought him unbeatable. No Republican 
aspirant wanted to challenge him. In desperation they ran 
a want ad for a candidate. Nixon, then a struggling young 
Whittier lawyer who had just returned from wartime ser­ 
vice in the Navy, leaped at the opportunity. 
Had he run his campaign in the conventional manner of 
the day tiiere is small doubt he would have lost. But Nixon 
resorted to the tactics which were to mark his conduct 
throughout his career and ultimately to be labeled ‘dirty 
tricks.” 
Indulging in a smear campaign of the worst sort, a cam­ 
paign which is said to have been one of the bitterest in tlv 
state's history, he attacked Voorhis unmercitully, accus­ 
ing him of being pro Communist, of voting the Moscow' 
line” and of being “a Up service American 
The unfairness of the attack was lost in the growing 
fears of Communism which led to the rise of Wisconsin s 
Senator Joseph McCarthy a few years later. The closest 
Voorhis had ever come to any philosophies embraced by 
Communism was back in his student days when, as a 
member of the executive committee of the Socialist 
Party, he campaigned for Upton Sinclair and his EPIC 
plan. The SociaUst Party was reasonably respectable in 
those days. It had even elected a party member mayor of 
Berkeley which, at that time, was composed of conser­ 
vative voters. The pubUsher of its hometown paper. 
Friend W. Richardson, had served as governor from 1923 
to 1927 
Nixon’s success in using the Communist ploy en­ 
couraged him to continue attacking political opponents 
with trumped up charges. It brought him fame in 
Congress and led to his challenge of Helen Gahagan 
Douglas for the office of United States Senator m 1950, 
again using the same smear tactics, tagging Mrs. Douglas 
as the “Pink Lady.” 
Years later Nixon was to be apologetic about his con­ 
duct in those campaigns, stating he was sorry about the 
episodes and excusing himself by explaining it happened 
when he was a very young man 
How sincere his sorrow was can do judged by his con­ 
duct when, as President, he compiled an “enemy list 
and sought to use the power of his office to purge his oppo 
nents. Voorhis may take some comfort in the knowledge 
that the man who destroyed his political career Uved to 
destroy himself. 
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It s a little early to say that Jesse 
Jackson is the man, but the civil 
rights movement in the United 
States — indeed, in the world — 
needs to be led in a new direction ami 
he is going to try. The fight for civil 
rights has been fought and won. Now 
for “civil responsibilities " 
History says that self-government 
without self-discipline won’t work. 
One after another of our American 
freedoms have been forfeited — in­ 
cluding getting on an airliner un­ 
starched — because some who are 
free misuse that freedom 
Self-government without self- 
discipline, like an angry scorpion, 
turns on itself and dies of its own 
sting. In Chicago we've watched the 
Rev 
Jesse Jackson for several 
years, not always with admiration 
With the pseudoeloquence of big 
words he has m esm erised his 
followers and raised huge sums for 
his Operation PUSH — which means 
People United to Save Humanity. 
But tie has not been above using im­ 


plied threats which some employers 
construed as extortion 
Jackson 
marched for black voter registration 
in the South and fostered black 
businesses in the North. 
Recently, he opened offices in 
Washington, D C . and the capital 
scribes and pharisees are meeting a 
different Jesse Jackson from the one 
we knew in Chicago. Re says he is 
shifting his emphasis to meet the 
changing needs of tus people If his 
new mission is as genuine as it 
sounds, this former lieutenant of 
Martin Luther King will eclipse his 
mentor’s stature For Jesse Jackson 
is talking to black men and women as 
only one of their own can. 
He says: “The civil rights move­ 
ment has achieved most of its 
economic goals; now blacks are suf­ 
fering from a ‘spiritual crisis.’” 
He says they must learn self- 
control, discipline morality He says 
the doors of opportunity have been 
smashed open but ~ many young 
men are too drunk to stagger 


through Many young girls are too 
soon pregnant 
“ Now," Jackson says, “ the 
problem is moral decay and spiritual 
wickedness and nobody is going to 
save us from us but us. ” 1 told you he 
was eloquent, a spellbinder whose 
charisma and abilities rrught now be 
adapted to the most immense 
challenge facing Americans black 
and white. 
Jackson says black businesses 
can t flourish where the crime rate 
suffocates them, freedom is an 
empty victory where our women 
cannot walk the streets safely, when 
our homes with barred windows 
become prisons 
He says what good are better 
schools if they become marketplaces 
for dope, if the movies our young 
people f e e d on glorify hustling and 
nonwork? He says the politics of con- 
iron tat ion of the 1960s accomplished 
Its purposes. “ Now we must solidify 
o u r ga i ns with a s p i r i t u a l 
regeneration ”

Wben be 
went to give blood for a man who 
needed it the test showed syphilis. 
Needless to say this caused a 
problem with us and I was in shock 
because I have always trusted my 
husband The doctor had me com e in 
and they tested me and I had a 
negative result. They tested my hus­ 
band some more and said It was a 
high protein count which gave the 
same results. 
He will never be able to give blood 
again This has caused some ques­ 
tions in my mind Why is this so? The 
doctor would give me no answer on 
this 
All he said was it happens 
sometimes and he has seen couples 
who couldn’t cope with it and were 
divorced Would you please explain if 
it is possible and give more details 
about it. 
I do love my husband but it has 
caused me to doubt him and not have 
the complete trust that 1 did have in 
our marriage 
DEAR READER - The standard 
blood test for syphilis is merely a 
chemical reaction Wben a person 
has had syphilis be may (but does not 
always have) a chemical in the blood 
that produces a specific reaction and 
results in a positive test That s why 
the test is useful in detecting 
someone who has had syphilis. 
Things don’t stop there The body 
is also able to produce a similar or 
like chemical in certain other condi­ 
tions which are not associated with 
syphilis at all. Then when the same 
test is done this chemical will cause 


a positive test We call these false 
positives The value of a laboratory 
test Is dependent upon its ability to 
detect a disease without giving false 
positive reactions in people who do 
not have it. 
The standard syphilis blood test is 
pretty good but not perfect. There 
are individuals who have false 
positive tests Additional tests can 
also be run to narrow this problem 
down for the individual I presume 
from your remarks that your doctor

New life 
for U.S. 
railway 
towns on 
the way 
ELKO. Nev. (AP) - 
More than 40 times a day. 
this northeastern Nevada 
town of 9.500 is split in two 
Lying on two main east- 
west railroad lines, the 
city s central district is 
riddled with rail. There are 
17 track crossings in an 
eight block area alone. 
Lengthy transcontinental 
freight trains lum ber 
through Elko about twice 
an hour. Traffic is hopeles­ 
sly snarled and entire 
neighborhoods are com­ 
pletely isolated 
Local 
authorities say a couple of 
lives are lost each year at 
the crossings, including 
motorists who make a last 
minute dash across the 
tracks to avoid the wait — 
and don t make it. 
Occasionally the right 
combination of railroad 
traffic makes it impossible 
for cars or pedestrians to 
cross anywhere in the town 
for periods up to three 
hours 
But Elko s railroad woes 
may be easing with the 
implimentation of an ex­ 
perim ental 
federally- 
funded bypass program 
that eventually may be 
used to solve the track 
problems of hundreds of 
American cities that grew 
up along rail lines 
Under a pending federal 
demonstration project, a 
5 6-mile consolidated track 
co rrid o r will be laid 
through downtown Elko to 
solve the traffic problems 
and provide more efficient 
rail service. 
The Federal Highway 
Administration has ap­ 
proved a new alternate 
route for the corridor, 
which will replace the 
central city sections of 
both 
the th re e -tra c k 
Western Pacific line and 
the twin-track Southern 
Pacific line. The five 
tracks will become two 
along the new consol­ 
idated stretch 
Senate and House ver­ 
sions of the F ed eral 
Highway Act of 1975, 
currently under joint con­ 
ference consideration, both 
include $16 million for 
Elko s Project Lifesaver 
The federal government 
will share 95 per cent of the 
cost, with the city, state 
and railroads sharing the 
rest. 
Ira Kackley, a consulting 
engineer working on the 
project, says construction 
may start within a year, 
with all phases of construc­ 
tion to be completed ir. 
about five years. 
After almost two years 
of city-financed planning 
work, Elko is the first of 
four demonstration sites in 
the country to have a final 
environm ental im pact 
statement and route ap­ 
proved, Kackley said. 
And some 185 U.S. cities 
have formally notified the 
federal government that 
they are interested in 
similar railroad bypass 
projects in their downtown 
sections

DENVER (AP) - Of­ 
ficials of the U.S. Mint say 
gold stored here amounts 
to 40.254,844 troy ounces 
with a value of $5.38 bil­ 
lion on the world market. 
If the mint is moved to a 
new location or a new mint 
built as is now being plan­ 
ned, the gold would be 
moved permanently to Ft. 
Knox, Ky., or some other 
storage area, officials say. 
The U.S. T r e a s u r y 
Depart ment says 147 
million troy ounces of 
government-owned gold is 
stored at Ft. Knox, 74 9 
million ounces in the assay 
office in New York, 3.3 
million ounces at the assay 
office in San Francisco and 
849 
o u nc e s 
at 
the 
Philadelphia Mint. 
The gold would be moved 
from here permanently 
because it is no longer used 
in the mint operation, a 
spokesman said. 
The Treasury Depart­ 
ment values U.S. gold at 
$44 2 per ounce, making 
the supply here worth $1.71 
billion But the world gold 
market is currently at $133 
an ounce, pushing the value 
to $5 38 billion 
The gold stored here is 
mostly gold coins which 
citizens were required to 
turn in when gold was no 
longer used as currency

MORRO BAY (AP> - Like a sur­ 
realistic fantasy out of Alice's 
Adventures in Wonderland, the chess 
player walked across the huge ce­ 
ment board and methodically moved 
a giant hand-carved chessman. 
While members of Morro Bay's 
chess club played, tourists wander­ 
ing by the giant board stopped and 
watched silently. Occasionally, a 
small, white dog scampered across 
the board—darting between the tall 
pieces 
The 3<Moot-square chessboard and 
Its three-foot-high chessmen com­ 
prise a unique recreational facility 
along the waterfront of this small 
Pacific Coast resort town 
Morro Bay's recreation director 
claims the board and the chest-high 
pieces are the largest in the United 
States. Chess federation officials 
report an oversize chess board is 
located in New York City, but it s 
smaller than the one here, says 
David Draga 
“The board's large enough we can 
use human beings as chess pieces." 


adds Draga, noting he may do just 
that as part of a summer children’s 
program. 
Credit for the project belongs to a 
c itiz e n s’ co m m ittee and the 
enthusiasm of two avid chess players 
in this Central California com­ 
munity, Draga said. 
A summer trip to Germany by 
Wachtang Korishelli, a high school 
music teacher, sparked the novel 
creation He played on a similar 
board with plastic chessmen during 
his trip. 
The citizens’ committee secured 
some redwood from two 35-year-old 
water towers torn down by the city. 
Korishelli and Wayne Bickford 
laminated the redwood into blocks 
and carved the chessmen with a 
lathe they built from old auto parts. 
Bickford is a cement contractor, an 
asset in making the board. 
The cost —including a new 
stairway constructed nearby— was 
set at $45.000 including about $15.000 
in donated material and time, Braga 
said.

<AP) — In front of the 
cardboard and scrap wood 
shack, three men strum­ 
med guitars and sang the 
words of a song that has 
become popular in Mexico 
City’s numerous squatter- 
towns 
‘How sad my people are, 
living in houses of card­ 
board ... how happy live 
the dogs in the house of the 
exploiter.” go the words. 
No one knows who wrote 
the song but many are sing­ 
ing it in the shantytowns 
that have sprung up on 
privately owned or govern­ 
ment land. 
‘‘They’re fighting.” said 
Francisco de la Cruz, a 
self-professed Marxist who 
is the leader of an organ­ 
ization he says is active in 
most of the 585 shanty­ 
towns or “ lost cities” ring­ 
ing the capitol, as they do 
in many Latin American 
cities. 
“ The insurrection of the 
poor people is knocking at 
the door,” he said. “ We 
can’t wait for a govern­ 
ment that serves capital­ 
ism to help us.” 
De la Cruz and some of 
his aides made it clear that 
they think communism is 
the only way Mexico’s 
slum problem w ill be 
solved. 
De la Cruz's organiza­ 
tion. set up in brigades, has 
established learning 
centers for slum children 
who do not attend public 
schools. The children get 
heavy doses of Marxist 
doctrine. Tots there shoot 
(clenched fists into the air 


and chant leftist slogans in 
unison. 
Names of slum streets, 
which look more like 
narrow dirt alleyways, 
sometimes bear the names 
of prominent Communist 
leaders — Che Guevara, 
Ho Chi Minh, Fidel Castro 
and others. 
Brigades of de la Cruz’s 
leftists can always be 
found working in the 
slums. Some brigades 
teach, some run health 
clinics, some organize 
cleanup campaigns and 
others collect money for 
“ the cause.” 
A de la Cruz assistant 
said the organization has 
steady contact with 
Chilean refugees living in 
Mexico. The refugees fled 
Chile in 1973 after a mili­ 
tary coup toppled the 
regime of the late Marxist 
President Salvadore 
Allende. 
The de la Cruz operation 
also has contact with un­ 
derground leftist leaders in 
Santiago, Chile, and in 
Guatemala, the assistant 
said. 
Mexico has enjoyed a 
half century of political 
stability and the chance of 
anyone organizing a suc­ 
cessive revolution in the 
near future is remote. 
The government con­ 
tinues to try to cope with 
the problem of housing 
But it can’t keep up with 
the 3.7 per cent annual 
growth rate of the popula­ 
tion. one of the highest in 
the world. The U.S. popula­

The government says 
that in the last five years it 
has replaced 157 lost ci­ 
ties, where 10,000 persons 
lived, with government 
subsidized housing. In the 
1960s a giant housing proj­ 
ect in the capital provided 
homes for 100,000 fam­ 
ilies. 
Despite this, the slums 
keep multiplying. 
The shortage of housing 
was 4 million units, ac­ 
cording to the 1970 census. 
A recent study indicated 
the shortage will rise to 
almost 9 million houses by 
1980, more houses than 
Mexico presently has. 
“ We are many and we 
will be many more,” de la 
Cruz said, “ and the 
majority is going to solve 
this problem.” 
“ The battle,” as de la 
Cruz calls it, is not always 
fought with just words. 
In the first two months of 
this year, seven men and 
three children in the 


northern industrial city of 
Monterrey were killed in 
confrontations between the 
police and squatters. 
The police said they 
were attacked by the 
squatters. The squatters 
said the police had been 
harassing them and then 
started shooting without 
cause. 
It is not unusual to see 
the Mexico City slums sur­ 
rounded by riot policemen. 
The police say they are 
there to prevent violence. 
The slum leaders say the 
police presence is harass­ 
ment that leads to con­ 
frontation. 
Policemen 
sometimes 
tear down the squatters’ 
shacks during the night and 
then stand guard to pre­ 
vent the families from 
carrying away the mate­ 
rials to build elsewhere 
“ Almost all of those who 
live here came to the 
capital because they were 
desperate, unable to get a 
piece of land in the 
countryside,” de la Cruz 
claimed

Bath will relieve tension

AP N ew sfeatures W riter 
To curb inner tensions, 
try the daily bath instead 
of pills. 
That suggestion comes 
from lovely H isak o 
“ Chako” Nagashima of 
Tokyo, who was e x ­ 
plaining some of the fac­ 
tors that may contribute to 
the Japanese woman’s look 
of serenity. 
In fact, Chako carries 
her own washcloth — a 
long narrow strip of towel­ 
ing — about the world as 
she travels in her job. She 
will not even stay in a ho­ 
tel that doesn’t have 
bathtubs 
“I can’t really unders­ 
tand why 90 per cent of my 
busy American friends 
prefer quick showers when 
the bath could help them 
relax,” she says. “ It 
should not be a hurry-up 
thing, though, like the 
shower. It should be a 
ritual of relaxation 
“ In Japan many people 
take community baths.” 
she explained. “The soap­ 
ing is done first and 
removed before we get into 
the bath. The bath itself 
lasts for about 30 minutes 
Old and middle-age women 
or young girls — we 
become friends As soon as 


I get back home they will 
ask me whether I will be 
taking a bath. ” 
Chako 
uses 
her 
w a s h c lo th 
for 
a 
stimulating massage. She 
holds it behind her neck, 
pulling it across her 
shoulders and then mas­ 
saging her body all the 
way. She can’t understand 
why Americans use such 
tiny washcloths 
“ And our baths are 
always fragrant. We may 
get thirsty in the bath and 
we will peel an orange and 
discard the peel in the tub 
for a delicious scent as we 
eat the orange for refresh­ 
ment.” 
A thoroughly modern 
Japanese woman — she 
wears her kimono on 
special occasions but likes 
to wear turtleneck sweat­ 
ers and skirts — she looks 
far younger than her 38 
years. She had simply 
refused to marry at 20, 
when her parents decided 
to make the decision for 
her. She was attending a 
finishing school and learn­ 
ing the fine arts of the tea 
ceremony, flower arrang­ 
ing. Japanese cooking and 
good manners. 
Her parents did not want 
her to work, “but I was a 
little sneaky about it,” she

confesses, and after get­ 
ting a job, told them. She is 
now Director of Training 
with Shiseido, the cos­ 
metics company that hired 
her 17 years ago. 
“ My education was 
designed to make me a 
good wife, but I can now 
apply it to my job. I have 
trained the company’s 10,- 
000 beauty artists — 21 are 
in the United States — in 
the fine art of the tea 
ceremony, proper makeup, 
ladylike refinement. It is 
all useful when the girls 
conduct cerem onies at 
stores that are introducing 
the makeup.” The message 
is that beauty is more than 
skin deep, she insists. 
‘‘We t r y to te a c h 
customers the art of gentle 
massage of the face by 
showing how to rotate 
several fingers over the 
skin in the Japanese man­ 
ner. Gentle massage can 
help relax skin that is 
beginning to show fine 
lines.” 
Self approval is a great 
a s s e t in the b e a u ty 
scheme, she points out, and 
their beauty thrust is 
aimed toward touting the 
air of serenity that results 
from relaxing therapy such 
as the bath, massage, 
“delicate actions” and 
proper makeup. 
J a p a n e s e girls a r e 
trained early in the art of 
beauty, she contends, and 
the beauty artists visit high 
school students in Japan 


before they graduate 
“We tell them that even 
if a woman has no educa­ 
tion, she can look high 
class if she knows how to 
make up, but if she is 
educated and does not 
know how to use makeup, 
she can look cheap. We 
don’t advise makeup for 
teen-agers In the United 
States they start too soon. 
At 13 some are using heavy 
foundation, which en­ 
courages acne and pim­ 
ples. At 18 a girl can begin 
to use soft makeup if she 
knows how.” 
Bathing is a great tonic 
for young girls, she ad­ 
vises. It can help freshen 
their complexions as the 
bath brings moisture to 
their skins. In Japan many 
home baths are still taken 
in the old wood tubs that 
are heated by charcoal and 
these are likely to give off 
a lot of steam that can be 
good for the skin. 
Chako uses a face mask 
every week and does a 
facial massage with cream 
every night, she said, in ex­ 
plaining her own flawless 
complexion. At the mo­ 
ment she is in New York 
where she is often asked 
how Japanese women 
manage to keep so young 
looking. She thinks their 
poise and youthful ap­ 
pearance may be a t ­ 
tributed “to the time they 
take to enjoy being 
women.” All their cere­ 
monies, bath to tea. are de­ 
signed for relaxation.

How federal regulations 
affect our daily lives 


ALLENTOWN, Pa. (AP) 
— At 7:45 a.m., Nancy 
Ruddell sits down for her 
first cup of morning coffee, 
adding an artificial sweet­ 
ener containing saccharin. 
“ C ontains no cycla- 
m ate’’ reads the little 
p a c k e t of Shop R ite 
Superior Quality Sweet­ 
ener. Cyclam ate lacks 
saccharin's bitter after­ 
taste, but it cannot be sold 
for human consumption 
because of a U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration (F- 
DA) ruling in 1969 
This day that started at 
6.15 a.m. is a mostly unex­ 
ceptional one for Tom and 
Nancy Ruddell. They take 
th eir two children to 
school; Tom goes to work 
at Pennsylvania Power and 
Light; Nancy makes two 
shopping trips; and they 
give a small party. 
But throughout this day, 
and every other day, the 
Ruddells’ lives — and those 
of every American — are 
shaped by federal regula­ 
tions. * 
The effects of most regu­ 
lations slip by unnoticed — 
like U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s fat content 
for the choice beef sold at 
the local supermarket. 
Others are not so hidden 
— like the required seat 
belt ignition interlock on 
Nancy’s red Volvo 165 sta­ 
tion wagon which she calls 
“a constant pain in the 
neck.” 
The extent to which 
federal regulations touch 
the Ruddell family is not 
unusual. Every family in 
this town — where the 
Liberty Bell was hidden 
from British troops in 1777 
in the Zion R eform ed 
Church — and every family 
in this country is affected 
by the rules made in Wash­ 
ington. D.C. 
For most Americans, the 
federal role in their per­ 
sonal lives is largely ig­ 
nored. 
This, then, is a look at 
the regulations in a day in 
the life of one American 
family in this city of 
109.000 in the rolling hills of 
eastern Pennsylvania. 
6.15 a.m. — A burst from 
the alarm clock rouses the 
family. The clock reads 
th a t p a rtic u la r tim e 
because Congress decreed 
Daylight Savings Time 
ended when October did. 
6:25 a.m. — Geoffrey, 
age 5. slips out of his 
pajamas Uiat are flame 
retardant because the Con­ 
sum er Product Safety 
Com m ission 
re q u ire s 
sleep wear for children to 
be so treated 
6:50 a m — Three quarts 
of Abbotts homogenized 
milk deposited earlier in 
the morning outside the 
back door are brought in by 
Geoffrey. Nancy makes a 
mix of the milk and recon­ 
stituted Shop Rite Instant 
Non-Fat Dry Milk, cutting 
the drink s calories and 
c h o le s te ro l. But the 


resulting mixture is also 
cheaper than ordinary 
skim milk because the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
sets a higher support price 
for skim milk than whole 
milk. 
7:37 a.m. — Jennifer, 10, 
and Geoffrey take the Hes­ 
s’s brand of Fruit Flavored 
C h ew a b le 
M u ltip le 
Vitamins. A bit later, Tom 
and Nancy both take a mul­ 
tivitam in made by the 
Treasury Drug Co. for the 
J.C. Penny Co. 
The manufacture and 
labeling of vitamins are 
now regulated by the Food 
and Drug Administration, 
but Sen. William Prox- 
m ire, D-Wis., is spon­ 
soring a bill to prohibit the 
FDA fromregulating the 
potency of such diet sup­ 
plem ents. This would 
mean consumers would be 
able to buy massive does of 
various vitamins, whether 
or not the FDA concludes 
such doses have a medical 
benefit. 
7:50 a.m. — Tom starts 
for work. The federally 
mandated seat belt alarm 
on his Audi sedan doesn’t 
make a shrill buzz when he 
turns the ignition key. It’s 
been disconnected 
“ It's 
my way of protesting the 
system,” he says. 
7:55 a.m. — Driving to 
work, Tom recalls the 
story of how a federal 
safety inspector ordered 
the wearing of hardhats 
and - in s ta lla tio n 
of 
guardrails at the workshop 
of the Trolley Museum in 
Kennebunkport, Maine. 
During the family’s sum­ 
m er v a c a tio n s, Tom 
spends much of his time 
working as a volunteer in 
restoring old trolley cars. 
“They probably did us a 
favor, but, my Lord, it 
makes you think. They’ve 
even gotten to trolley 
museums.” he says. 
8:14 a.m. — Nancy backs 
her Volvo station wagon 
out of the garage on the 
way to take Jennifer to 
school. She pulls a small 
greyish box out of the glove 
compartment, presses its 
button and the garage door 
closes. 
The box is a low-powered 
rad io tra n s m itte r, a 
W ickes m odel 116-56, 
which was built according 
to meet Federal Com­ 
munications 
Commission 
standards. 
But FCC rules are just 
not som ething N ancy 
thinks about. She notices 
the label on the back of the 
transmitter for the first 
time: “This label is re­ 
quired by FCC rules. Do 
not remove,” 
8:19 
a . m . — Je n n ife r 
carries her homemade 
lunch of ham-and-tomato 
sandwich into the Union 
Terrace School. Many oth­ 
er students at Jennifer s 
public school will eat a 
lunch prepared at the 
school cafeteria, federally 
subsidized at about 23 


cents for each lunch. 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture requires that, 
to qualify for the subsidy, 
the school must serve a 
“Type A” lunch, which the 
department specifies must 
contain 2 ounces of meat or 
a meat substitute, 4k cup of 
at least two vegetables or 
fruits, bread, butter and a 
half pint of milk. 
8:35 a.m. — The federal 
government is constantly 
looking over N ancy’s 
shoulder as she buys the 
family groceries at the big, 
brilliantly illum inated 
Shop Rite supermarket. 
Nancy picks up a two- 
pound jar of Skippy peanut 
butter, which the FDA 
says can be called peanut 
butter because it is 90 per 
cent peanuts. Any less, the 
FDA says, it must be 
called “peanut spread.” 
The label on the can of 
sliced peaches lists the 
vitamins, minerals and 
calories that each serving 
of the fruit contains. The 
FDA is again responsible. 
The Department of Agri­ 
culture set the standard 
which determines that the 
eye-of-the-round roast 
Nancy buys is “choice 
rather than “prime.” And 
it inspected the farm which 
was home for the cow that 
was the source for the 
$L.S7-a-pound beef. 
These regulations are 
not on Nancy's mind as she 
shops. 
“ I’m looking for food 
that I think is nutritional. I 
don’t care what the govern­ 
ment says is right,” she ex­ 
plains. “I don’t listen to 
Ralph Nader either.” 
12:17 p.m. — As if to 
underline her statements, 
Nancy makes her second 
shopping stop of the day at 
the Allentown Farm ers 
M arket, where mostly

produce is sold in stalls in 
the open-air market, large­ 
ly free from federal con­ 
trol.

One of the side benefits of at­ 
tending the NCAA Division II 
Regionals in Tacoma with Cal Poly’s 
basketball team was the opportunity 
to visit Andersen and to tour Seat- 
tle ’s im p ressiv e new dom ed 
stadium. 
Andersen is happy about his choice 
even though it m eant leaving 
Southern California. Before joining 
the WFL and the Sun. the publicist 
served the CIF and USC 
It was a beautiful day for the visit. 
Andersen has an office in a building 
overlooking Lake Union. Below, one 
could view seaplanes taking off and 
landing. 
“I love this.” Andersen said. “I 
think the bad weather in Seattle is 
overrated 
It’s not as bad as I 
thought.” 
Seattle is also a boom city for 
sports 
Even though the University of 
Washington hasn’t won the Pae-8 
football title in a decade, the Huskies 
always draw more than 50.000 a 
home game. 


Sorties rate third 


The Sonics rank third in atten­ 
dance in the National Basketball As­ 
sociation and the Sounders have 
already sold*more than 30.000 tickets 
for their Kingdome debut next month 
against Pele and the New York 
Cosmos 
But the Seahawks' story is unreal. 
The new NFL franchise sold 59.000 
season tickets — a record for a first- 
year club — in a matter of days. 
“We will be able to seat 64,000 fans 
but we wanted to keep at least 5,000 
tickets available on a game-to-game 
basis,” Andersen said.

All of this expansion in sports — an 
American League baseball franchise 
is promised for 1977 — is due to the 
new domed stadium. 
The Kingdome is located in the 
heart of the city within walking dis­ 
tance of the major attractions. Fans 
can even come to the games by 
terries. 


Not as expensive 


“Our dome is not nearly as expen­ 
sive as the one in New Orleans. 
Andersen said. “ It will end up 
costing approximately 160 million 
This stadium is designed more for 
the fans rather than to entertain the 
public with plush luxuries ” 
The Kingdome reminds one of 
seating at Anaheim Stadium. The 
seats will be close to the action. 
All kinds of attractions are 
scheduled this summer. 
The dome opens a week from 
Saturday with a special Bicentennial 
m usic pageant.

Added to that is upstart Pepper- 
dine, a team which has received 
more publicity and attention in one 
week than it has had in a decade 
Pauley fans will also be treated by 
watching those speedsters from 
Nevada Las Vegas, the highest scor­ 
ing team in NCAA history with 110.6 
points a game 
Completing the field is Arizona, a 
team displaying physical strength 
It’s also a tournament featuring 
coaches with the nicknames of Clean 
Gene, the Shark and the Fox 
In case you don’t know, the names 
refer to UCLA’s Gene Bartow Las 
V egas’ J e rry T ark an ian and 
Arizona’s Fred Snowden. Appar­ 
ently Pepperdine’s Gary Colson isn’t 


well known enough yet to acquire 
such a colorful moniker. 
Nevada Las Vegas (29-1) will bat­ 
tle Arizona (23-8) in this evening’s 
opener at 7 p.m. followed by the con­ 
test between neighbors Pepperdine 
(22-5) and UCLA (24-4) at 9 p.m 
Tickets at Pauley Pavilion can 
only be obtained through scalpers 
but KCOP (Channel 13) will carry 
the UCLA live tonight at 9 followed 
by a tape of UNLV-Arizona at 11. 
Tonight’s winners will return to 
Paulev Pavilion at 1:15 p.m Satur­ 
day (KNBC Channel 4) for the right 
to represent the West next weekend 
at the national finals in Philadelphia 
There is no third place game in the 
Regionals this year.

NEW YORK (AP) - 
One of the solid gold shows 
in New York these days is 
"The Wiz.” a modern ver­ 
sion of that old movie clas­ 
sic, "The Wizard of Ox.” 
The story involves a girl 
who is swept away in a 
root-lifting Kansas twister 
and finds herself in an odd. 
picturesque land chasing a 
rainbow and finding a 
magical wizard who makes 
her dreams come true 
If there’s anything sym­ 
bolic attached to it, the 
North 
Carolina-Charlotte 
basketball team wait to 
see it Wednesday night 
The 49ers are chasing rain­ 
bows, too—in the National 
Invitation Tournament ti­ 
tle. 
"This has been a dream 
come true for me,” said 
Lee Rose, whose 49ers 
meet North Carolina State 
tonight in an NIT semifinal 
game. "I’m so shook up I 
can't eat.” 
After Providence and 
Kentucky play the opener 
of the semifinal double- 
header at Madison Square 
Garden, the Carolina 
neighbors will have their 
Civil War. 
“It’s really nothing per­ 
sonal, but I’d rather play 
anyone else in the world 
than North Carolina- 
Charlotte right now.” said

Wednesday s meeting of 
the players’ Executive 
Board here. 
"You and a friend want 
to divide a pie but each is 
suspicious of the other. 
You have two alternatives 
You can let a third person 
come in and cut the pie Or 
you can agree—one cuts 
the pie, the other takes his 
choice.” 
In the meeting, one of 
the things the Executive 
Board did was suggest that 
the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Board be 
brought into the conflict. 
"Or another analogy—I 
like to deal in analogies,” 
the ironman pitcher said. 
"It’s like the old cattle and 
sheep feuds of the West. 
The important thing is to 
have a good fence. Good
